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On  January  6,  1987,  the  first  session 
of  the  100th  Congress  convened.  Fifty 
new  House  members  and  10  new  Senators 
were  sworn  in.  The  House  class  of  1986 
has  been  characterized  as  "middle-aged 
and  polite."  Only  one  House  freshman 
is  under  the  age  34;  the  average 
freshman  is  nearly  46  years  old. 

There  are  several  "firsts"  for  the 
100th  Congress.  Rep.  Mike  Espy  (D-MS) 
is  the  first  black  elected  to  a  House 
seat  from  Mississippi  in  this  century. 
Rep.  Patricia  Saiki  (R-HX)  is  the  first 
Republican  elected  to  a  national  office 
from  Hawaii  since  Hawaii  became  a 
state.  Sen.  Barbara  Mikulski  (D-MD)  is 
the  first  female  Democrat  elected  to 
the  Senate  without  succeeding  her 
husband;  in  addition,  at  4' 11"  she  is 
one  of  the  shortest  Senators  ever  to 
serve  and  makes  a  strong  counterpoint 
to  Sen.  Bradley  (D-NJ)  who  is  6' 7". 

The  award  for  the  most  interesting  name 
goes  to  Rep.  Kweisi  Mfume  (D-MD) . 

As  of  press  time,  official  committee 
assignments  have  not  been  made.
